In December, 1946 there were 
44,000 veterans taking University 
training, which is more than the 
entire pre-war university popula¬ 
tion. 

Anojther complaint is insufficient 
accommodation at universities. But 
the reply is that with few excep¬ 
tions (these in medicine and den¬ 
tistry) every qualified ex-service 
man has been accommodated. 

Another complaint is that Uni¬ 
versity students are not entitled to 
the Veterans Land Act as are Vo¬ 
cational trainees. But the reply is 
that the man completing univer¬ 
sity hug had $4000 or more reha¬ 
bilitation assistance. Average cost 
of vocational training per vet is 
less than $1000, 

It has been charged that many 
veterans have had tp withdraw 
from university because of inade¬ 
quate grants. Up to December, 
1946, about 2,747 students had dis¬ 
continued their training. But ot 
thi-se only 18 withdrew because 
they were unable to finance. There 
vere 2319 who withdrew at their 
own request to enter employment. 

Experience shows less than Z'ft 
of failures amongst veterans. Now 
i- veteran may carry one supple¬ 
mental, and consideration is being 
given to re-instating the veteran 
to do repeats a full year at his own 
expense.

J'kUR busy country people who take time to plant 
flowers and shrubs in the spring, in spite of their 
many pressing duties, are real benefactors of society. 
The summer blooming is a joy, not only to the fam¬ 
ily, but to all who pass that way. Most travellers 
form their impression of the countryside through 
which they pass from the homes on either side of 
the highway even more than from the stands of grain 
in the fields. They say “This must be a nice com¬ 
munity. The homes look so friendly.” 

There are many places over the rural west which 
seem never to have learned to be.friendly or to 
smile. They stand stark, forlorn, forbidding. No¬ 
body loves them. It is a sad thing to see a house 
which has been denied the right to look like a home. 

On one side of the road, there may be a residence, 
substantially built but barren of all charm of per¬ 
sonal touch. Across the road is a little home, much 
less pretentious in structure, but sheltered by green 
trees, encircled by shrubbery', looking proudly over 
a glory of summer flowers. *lt does not take much 
money to make a smiling, friendly home, but it does 
take love and labor—infinite labor. 

I,n thinking of beautiful homes, memory harks 
back a few years ago—not to gracious residential 
streets of large cities—but to a squat little place on 
a lonely stretch of road in an abandoned area of Sas¬ 
katchewan. For miles along that road there were 
empty houses, despairing houses; houses from whicn 
uncurtained windows stared mournfully; big houses 
designed for flourishing families, Jbut now deserted 
amongst skeletons of once growing trees. Only the 
remnants of habitation was there. Then suddenly 
round a corner there beckoned this squat little house 
gleaming white in the sunlight, all flags flying, a 
beacon of hope in a land laid waste. 

It wasn’t paint, it was whitewash, and the window 
frames were picked out in amaaiqg orange, prob¬ 
ably a mixture achieved from paint igninants. Every 
little window had ruffled curta ns of blue cheese-, 
cloth no doubt, home-dyed and made with no end of 
labor. Actually the windows smiled, the whole place 
smiled. There were hollyhocks in- the garden, and 
there were prairie tiger lilies in flaming glory. There 
were black-eyed Susans nodding as importantly as 
if they were real flowers, no doubt vigorously pro¬ 
tested by the head of the house. But there^they were. 

There were even window boxes of geranium and 


JT is very curious thaf we so rarely have- what we 

are pleased to call “a normal year.” Our concep¬ 
tion of-a normal year is one in which cold weather 
quits the end of March, gradually milding up 
through April. May comes along with still more 
benign weather, interspersed with little showers. 
The wheat goes in under favorable conditions, not 
too boggy, not too dry, and seeding is over early in 
May. The green things shoot out of the ground, 
nursed along by the alternating sunshine and gentle 
rains. Early in June there is good rainfall, and ev¬ 
erything burgeons. July brings pleasant warmth, 

nr drying winds and more_stimulating showers. 

Round the first of August, the green js beginning 
to ripen, the weather is mellow, the skies are clear. 
Hail passes us by, and frost holds off. Harvest starts 
and runs along uninterruptedly. Gardens ripen. 
Along comes the end of September with maybe a 
touch of frost, but the grain is all in, the fields are 
cleared, root cellars are being filled. And we’re all 
ready for the pre-winter tidying up. 

That is what we fondly think of as “a normal 
year.” Actually that would be an ideal year, which 
■44 something entirely different and something very 
rarely experienced. 

Our normal years are the usual series of headaches 
throughout the growing season. It may be late 
planting or early planting, but in any, case there’s 
always a jolt of some sort lurking round the corner. 
It may be a crack of frost such as experienced last 
week. Or it may be the soil is droughty, or it may 
be too wet. We may get a deluge of- rain when 
least wanted, or we may get it doled out as needed. 
Later on we may get drying winds or more frost or 
hail. On the other hand we may run along smooth¬ 
ly, aided and abetted by Nature on every hand. But 
if the early growing season and the maturing season 
move along like a song, then we’d better be braced 
for a spell of weather during harvest. 

How rarely in the lifetime of any farmer have 
there been ideal years. Mostly they’ve been a hodge 
podge of good and bad, a blow then a caress, a set¬ 
back then a'n unbelievable boost; a streak of sun¬ 
shine when things look blackest. They’ve been nor¬ 
mal years, but they never fail to bring surprise and 
exclamations of “Never before.”

Annual Report of T.B 
Association Given 


Vulcan Flying Club 


TO CLEAR 


At the annual meeting of the 
Alberta Tuberculosis Associations 
held in Calgary in April, a good 
representation of officers and dele¬ 
gates was present 

The new president is R. W. Ros- 
coe, and C. H. Crooks of High Ri¬ 
ver, is secretary. 

C. R. Dickey, general secretary, 
read and explained several resolu¬ 
tions. j 

One urged that the federal gov¬ 
ernment grant income tax exemp¬ 
tion to married nurses as single 
persons, without affecting the hus¬ 
band’s married status. This was In 
concern for nurse shortage in hos¬ 
pitals and sanatoria. 

Approval was given to inclusion 
of instructors on tuberculosis 
nursing in the regular curriculum 
of nurses in training. 

Appreciation was extended to 
the federal Dept, of National 
Health for increasing activity on 
behalf of Indians and improve¬ 
ments planned in their condition. 

The Alberta Dept? of Health was 
commended, for its health services 
and expansion in nursing and hos¬ 
pital .service, also the unvarying 
attitude of co-operation in prose¬ 
cution of anti-tuberculosis work. 

Gratitude was expressed for the 
efforts of the federal Dept, of Ag¬ 
riculture to extend the restrictea 
area plan and to enlarge tuberculin 
tested areas. 

It was strongly recommended 
that pasteurization of milk be 
adopted in all parts of the -prov¬ 
ince, and commendation was given 
to the practice of requiring com¬ 
pulsory pasteurization. 

It was requested that the Al¬ 
berta government be requested to 
extend Mothers’ Allowance bene¬ 
fits to families of tuberculosis 
fathers. 

Local health authorities weit. 
urged to enforce strictly the regu¬ 
lations in the Public Health Act 
for protection of those patronizing 
restaurants, eating establishments, 
and all purveyors of food. 

It was asked that consideration 
be given to extension of free treat¬ 
ment to include those suffering 
from all types of tuberculosis. 

Christmas Seal Campaign 

The Christmas Seal campaign of 
1946-47 was the most successful to 
date. The final figure was close to 
$104,000 which exceeded the ob¬ 
jective. Nearly .75% of all Alberta 
householders made contribution. 

Contributions from the High 
River Rotary district (including 
adjacent towns) was $3,084, which 
was the highest return since Ro¬ 
tary Club started to sponsor Christ 
mas Seal sales in 1939. The popu¬ 
lation of this area for Chrisfpiax 
seal purposes is 21,000. The total' 
cost of literature, letters, stamps, 
advertising, stationery etc. in 
realizing $3,084 was $212. High 
River Rotary shared honors with 
P.anff in putting over their Christ¬ 
mas Seal campa gn at minimum 


expense. 

Vigorous History 

Eric Connelly, president, review¬ 
ed activities and growth since the 
organization of the Association in 
1939. Usefulness has grown with 
confidence and income and there 
has been good co-operation wita 
the Dept, of Health. The purchase 
of the first Mobile X ray unit in 
1944 started the worlr of free 
che« examinations and there is 
the objective of covering 100% of 
Alberta’s people with this survey. 

A full time Rebabil tation pffV 
cer has been appointed to study 
every patient, recommend suitable 
training or employment and assist 
in. finding this. 

The Association has offered 
$2200 toward purchase of X ray 
equipment for use amongst In¬ 
dians and people of the far north. 

Occupational therapy has been 
operating with efficiency and good 
results in Calgary and Edmonton. 

Christmas Seal funds provide 
full time nursra for T.B. clinics in 
Calgary and Edmonton, subsidize 
the Nursing Mission in Lethbridge 
and supply milk, cod liver qjL etc. 
for needy families of tuberculosis 
parents. The president extended 
appreciation for the excellent work 
cf Robert Dickey, the general sec¬ 
retary.

More Stable 
Prices in View 


(From Financial Post) 
Canadian commodity prices 
haven’t stopped rising yet, but 
there were signs in the wind this 
week that price stabil^.ation is at 
least a little nearer. The Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics’ index of price 
movements suggested the trend 
and a number of Canada’s larger 
retailers confirmed it. 

It’s just 27 year years ago this 
month that retail prices cracked 
wide open after World War 1 and 
caught hundreds of merchants with 
swollen inventories. The crash that 
followed drove scores of them our 
of business. But, although May, 
1947, like its counterpart of 1920, 
comes two years after the end of a 
war, Canadian businessmen see no 
parallel between it and that disas¬ 
trous period. 

Here is how manufacturers, 
sales executives and buyers view 
the price picture today. 

Ball point fountain pens were 
first peacetime product to develop 
hotly competitive market. A year 
ago there were none available for 
loss than $12; today some makes 
sell for as little as 89c, although 
the higher priced makes have not 
O'me down much. 

^"Small radios were next. Produc¬ 
tion broke all records last year. 
When supply became good, buyers 
swung to “name” brands. Now 
price is a factor, too. 

Nylon hose became competitive 
this spring. A year ago women 
stormed all hosiery stores in sight 
to swoop up the first postwar of¬ 
fering; Now they’re on all hoisery 
counters and prices have come 
down from $1.69 to $1.40 for the 
heavier weights and from $2,25 to 
$1.85 for the sheerest makes. 

Now the furniture market is lev¬ 
elling off. Not much change in 
price but better quality merchan¬ 
dise is being offered for the same 
money, as compared to 1946. This 
in turn has led many retailers to 
clear old stock at reduced prjees, 
to make room -for better quality 
goods. 

Upholstered furniture is running 
against this trend but that is be¬ 
cause textiles are a major factor 
and textile prices are still pushing 
upward. 

Jewellery Lines Hit 

Buyers’ resistance is being felt 
in jewellery lines and prices are 
expected to ease in the near future 
Demand is noticeably down and 
for the first time in years skilled 
peiyellers are seeking employment. 

Boots and shoes aren’t expected 
to vary much in price for the next 
three or four months, but if and 
when hide prices are decontrolles 
they will likely move up from the 
pegged price of 15c lb. to some¬ 
where near the current free price

There must be economic 
unity, and there must be repay¬ 
ment of the money Britain and 1'. 
S. have poured into Germany be¬ 
fore Russia can be conceded re¬ 
parations from current Germ*., 
production. But Germany should 
pay teparations to her victims. 

Britain will not make loans to 
Germany as she did after World 
War I which permitted Germany 
to build up to World War 2. 

If foodstuffs and production in 
all four occupation rones had been 
imoled as the Potsdam agreement 
provided, present problems would 
have been easier. Germany must 
not again become a police state 
nor one which a single political 
party ran control.
